With the Territorial elections to 
be brought on attheend of the 
summer it is not too soon for 
the blic of Alberta to begin 
thinking who they will select tu 
do their legislating during the 
coming four years. It is no libe 
on the present members to sa 
that the representation from Al- 
berta is not as fuily representative 
as it might be, or as it ought to be. 
Comparisons being usually regard- 
ed as odious, and THE HERALD 
having no desire to cause unplea- 
santness, we do not propose, at 
this "pos bagersgo time, to elevate 
ourselves as political arbiters and 
say what particular individual 
member shou!d be elected to re- 
sume his annual excursions to the 
pew erage g scenery and congen- 
ial eociety of the poetic capital of 
these prairies, or which particular 
bright star in the local galaxy of 
statesmen should be allowed to 
stay at home and vegetate on past 
failures and successes amid the 
more prosaic surroundings of an 
Alberta ranche. But without 
going into details winch might be 
the opposite of complimentary, it 
may be remarked without tread- 
ing on any person's coat tail that 
out of atotal of ten representa- 
tives which Alberta the 
grace of the agriculturalists of 
Assiniboia and Saskatchewan is al- 
lowed to send to the Assembly, the 
interests of the couutry demand 
that af ieasc iiity pec cent snouid 
be replaced by men who can rea- 
sonably be expected to become 
something more than voting ma- 
chines. This fair province 13 not 
so poverty stricken in brains and 
wisdom that wen cannot be found 
with sufficient intelligence, know- 
ledge of public affairs, and all- 
round business capacity to go 
down and te!! the rural members 
of Kastern Assiniboia clearly 
what the ranching country wants 
in the shape of legislation. We 
desire to deal as tenderly as pos: 
sible with the gen Gemen who pre- 


sumably haye been doing our 
legislat ng a the past, but if 
Alberta had had ten merubers 


with the ability not only to do 
their own thinking independently 
of leaders and wirepullers, but 
to make their opinions heard 
and felt on the floor of the house 
and throughout the country, 
there would not be the dissatis- 
faction and vexation there is 
today in so many parts of the 
country over the Brand ordinance 
aud the statute labor ordinarce, 
to say nothing of bad roads, mis- 
placed bridges and no bridges at 
all where human life is in danger 
with every swell of high water. 
Not in all, but decidedly in some 
constituencies the people want a 
change for the better, and it is 
ten to one that some such changes 
are on the boards.

rates, 

There is an impression — that 
assessment insurance is all the 
way from 25 to 50 per cent cheaper 
than the old line commodity. 
This is not the case. The experi- 
ence of assessment companies, 

gained mainly at the expense of 
the unfortunate policy holders, 
has shown that safe insurance 
cannot be guaranteed at very 
much lower rates than the level 
premium companies charge. If 
the reader who is interested in 
life insurance will watch THE 
HERALY's advertising columns 
and study the announcement of 
local agents he willsee that in the 
long-run the level premium com- 
panies can offer insurance fully as 
cheap as some of the assessment 
concerns. For instance a_ well- 
known western company will 
insure Amana man of 25, without 
profits, for $14.50 a year, or within 
a dollar or two of the rates offered 
by assessment companies. And 
it must not be forgotten that the 
difference between the two is that 
while in the standard companies 
the yearly premium remains the 
same, in the assessment company 
it can be raised at the will of the 
directors.

FA RMING STA TIS TIC s 


The last bulletin issued by che 
Department of Agriculture of 
Manitoba contains some interest- 
ing statistics, The province has 
1.488.282 acres sown in wheat, 
514.824 in oats, 158,058 in barley, 
14,561 in flax, 19,781 in potatoes 
and 8,448 in roots. The total area 
under crop is 2,210,042.,an increase 
of 252,017 since last year. Seeding 
conditions were highly favorable, 
but no rain fell between the first 
week in April and the last week in 
May, and thewinter's suow tall was 
ligbt and the ground consequently 
dry. Seeding commenced early in 
April and was over by May 24th. 
The number of live stock in 
Manitoba is given as follows: Beef 
cattle 7,901, milch cows 74,773. the 
latter item being an increase of 
0,568 over last year. A gratifying 
feature of the bulletin is that tree 

slanting has become more general, 
Trees planted a few years ago are 
now beautiful groves and wind- 
breaks, considerably enhancing the 
value of farms and the pleasure of 
living. Farmers who kad no time 
for tree planting in the paso now 
consider it time well spent. 

The demand for female help has 
uever been fully supplied, 2,234 
domestic servants are now em- 
ployed in the country districts of 
the province and 1,250 more are 
roadie ed. There are 31 creameries 
and 35 cheese factories in the 

rovince and the output of both 

utter and cheese will largely

ASSESSMENT INSURANCE 


A great deal of discussion, 
intelligent and otherwise, has 
taken place both locally and in 
eastern papers on the question of 
assessment versus old line insur- 
ance. Not having an tneurance 
actuary on its staff, Tue HERALD 
does not presume to condemn 
either one system or the other. 
To do so: would involve us ina 
controversy which life is too short 
and busy to justify us in entering. 
Thereare one or two things, how- 
ever, that will strike the average 
man who studies insurance even 
in]a casual way; and i¢ may oe 

said here that insurance is a 

question on which the average 

man takes too much for granted, 

Thanks to the importunity of

the men in this country carry 

some kind of insurance on their 
lives. How many of these policy 
holders xinderstand the first prin- 
ciples of life insurance? How 
many of them have been attracted 
tothecompany they are in, simply 
because it’s cheap? How many of 
them know that under certain 
kinds of policies they are paying 
twice or three times the actual 
cost of insurance? A good defini- 
tion of insurance is: A methodof 
distributing an individual's loss 
among a large number of otber 
persons who are willing to assume 
each nis small share of it, in return 
for the certainty that if a similar 
loss falls upon any one of them, 
the loser, or those dependent upon 
him, will ia like manner be in- 
demnified, In assessn.ent insur- 
ance a company or society agrees 
to insure lives at theactual cost of 
providing for death claims, plus 
agents’, officers’ and other ex- 
penses. They will contract with 
the insured to pay his heirs a 
cei tain sim at his deati: in return 
fer his paying a certain annual 
premium, which in nearly all 
cases they reserve the right to 
Admierease whenever they deem 
“mecessary. The “Mutual Reserve,” 
for instance, a company that hae 
been much talked about, places 
thie*’clause in its contracts: 
“5, On the dates named on the first
